GOVERNOR'’S EXECUTIVE ORDER N-29-20****
CORONAVIRUS COVID-19
AND SAN MATEO COUNTY HEALTH DIRECTIVE
FROM MARCH 17, 2020

On March 17, 2020, the Governor of California issued Executive Order N-29-20 suspending certain
provisions of the Ralph M. Brown Act in order to allow for local legislative bodies to conduct their
meetings telephonically or by other electronic means. Pursuant to the current Shelter-In-Place
Order issued by the San Mateo County Health Officer which became effective on March 17, 2020,
and which was updated and recently extended on April 29, 2020; the statewide Shelter-In-Place
Order issued by the Governor in Executive Order N-33-20 on March 19, 2020; and the CDC’s
social distancing guidelines which discourage large public gatherings, San Bruno City Hall is no
longer open to the public for meetings of the Culture and Arts Commission.

$43,372 from the City Art Fund to Relocate the Memorial Recognition Sculpture
in City Park
BACKGROUND:

The Cuiture and Arts Commission approved the commissioning of a memorial recognition sculpture in
2010. Subsequently, City Council approved the sculpture and it was installed in its current location in
City Park in 2012. As stated on a plaque at the site of the sculpture, the sculpture’s intent is to
“recognize those who have touched the hearts and lives of the community through their service to the
City of San Bruno.”

The sculpture honors 186 individuals, including the eight victims of the Glenview explosion and fire of
September 9, 2010.

The cost of the Memorial Recognition Sculpture was approximately $50,000
DISCUSSION:

The Memaeorial Recognition Sculpture is currently located in City Park to the west of the Recreation
Center and north of the Rotary Pavilion, which is within the footprint of the proposed new Recreation
and Aguatic Center. Because of its location, the sculpture must be relocated. The current recreation
building is scheduled to be demolished in early 2021. Because demolition is scheduled to take place
refatively soon, it is essential that the sculpture be relocated in a timely manner.

A Subcommittee for Art Design and Memorial Features for the New Recreation and Aquatic Center
was formed in January 2019. This subcommitiee is made up of two Culture and Arts Commissioners,
Jean George and Melodie Tobin, as well as two Parks and Recreation Commissioners, Jessica
Martinucci and Lucy Zamattia.

This subcommittee met on October 16, 2019 to discuss relocating the Memorial Recognition
Sculpture. At that meeting it was determined that the preferred area to relocate the sculpture would be
to the north of the tennis courts and south of picnic area 8 in City Park. Other areas were identified as
secondary choices, if the preferred location was determined to be infeasible.

Staff investigated this preferred area and determined that it was feasible to relocate the sculpture to
this area. The relocation project was put out to bid and two construction companies responded. JMB
Construction submitted a bid of $37,715, while F. Ferrando and Co. submitted a bid of $48,000.



Staff is recommending the selection of JMB Construction to perform the relocation of the scuipture,
which will include the creation of a small path leading from the existing park path to the sculpture. In
addition, staff is recommending a 15% contingency to account for any potential change orders. With
the 156% contingency, staff is requesting the Culture and Arts Commission approve up to $43,372 for
this project. The City Art Fund balance was $326,204 as of March 31, 2020.

FISCAL IMPACT:

Expenditure of up to $43,372 from the City Art Fund, which had a balance of $326,204 as of March
31, 2020.
